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1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: R1 and R2 do not appear to have been identified in the drawings. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either

recessed between adjacent sides as claimed in claims 5 and 10, the tow opposing 
relatively smooth vertical side curved outward from one vertical post to a mid-section of 
an adjacent relatively smooth vertical side, as claimed in claims 9, 10 and 16, and a 
ribbed bridge, as claimed in claim 1 1 , must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 9, 10 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. On page 7 applicant describes the two opposing relatively smooth vertical 
side as being curved outwards from one vertical post to a mid-section of an adjacent 
relatively smooth vertical side that is parallel to the longitudinal axis. It may be noted 
that a mid section has not been identified in the drawings much less the curvature of the 
vertical sides. Furthermore applicant has described the relatively smooth vertical sides 
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as being opposed to each other. How then can they curve out ward from a vertical post 
to a mid-section of one that is adjacent if they are opposite to each other? 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim s 4 and 5 each recites the limitation "the vertical post" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Leigner EP 777 in view of either Wada JP '954 both cited by applicant, or 

Krishnakumar et al. 

Leigner is considered to teach a container with a recessed bottom and having a 
pair of curved smooth vertical sides as well as a pair of opposed sides with 
pressure responsive panels as claimed. To have formed the panels as a pair of 
panels one on top of the other with a bridge portion between for controlled 
contraction would have been obvious in view of the teaching of either Wada or 
Krishnakumar et al. 
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5. Claims 1 1 , 1 3 and 1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Vailliencourt et 
al. To have provided a rib in the bridging portion between vacuum panels for strength 
would have been obvious in view of Vailliencourt et al at 45. 

6. Claims 3 and 14, 16 and 17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 2 and 1 1 above, and further in 
view of Bourque et al. 

To have provided texture on the vacuum panels for gripping purposes would 
have been obvious in view of the teaching by Bourque et al at 45. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Harbour. 

To have provided spaced recesses on the post corners to aid in gripping would 
have been obvious in view of the teaching of Harbour at 6. 

8. Claims 5 and 1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claims 1 and 14 above, and further in view of Saito et al 
'844. 

To have formed grooves in the posts in the manner taught by Saito et al at 21 
would have been obvious. 

9. Claims 6, 7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in view of 
Hiromichi Saito et al '821, cited by applicant. 
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To have added upper and lower circumscribing grooves to provide strength 
would have been obvious in view of Saito et al. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ota et al '392, Hayashi, and Tsutsui et al show post construction. 
Lane et al shows another container with vacuum panels.
